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Covina Only Lightly 


Hit by Gale 


Between three and ten per cent of 


the citrus fruit of southern Califor- 
nia was either injured or blown 
from the trees as a result of the vio- 
lent wind storm which ripped across 
the couhtry Friday night and Sat- 
urday of last week., 


Several spots were struck more 


severely than others. Orange, lemon 
and grapefruit orchards hi the Glen- 
dora district, just north of here, 
were damaged quite severely, re- 
ports the Glendora Citrus associa- 
tion, with ten per cent of the fruit 
injured. 
Likewise in the Duarte 


section much fruit was blown from 
the trees. The destructive path of 
the -wind seemed to follow the focX ' 
hills. 


Another district hard hit by the 


wind was the Garden Grove, El Mo- 
dena, Villa Park, Placentia and Tus- 
tin area between Fullerton and 
Santa Ana. Green oranges are said 
to be lying hi heaps under the trees 
in some groves of this part, and al- 
tho it is still too early to estimate 
the exact amount of damage, A. A. 
Brock, Orange county agricultural 
commissioner, estimates the loss at 
ten per cent. 


Those who have surveyed the 


country with regard to the damage 
done agree .that more loss will re- 
sult to orange growers from bruis- 
ing of the fruit than thru droppage. 
Wind scars, inflicted by the whip- 


little trimmittg, 


as any great, harm. 


At San Bernardino J. H. Strai£ 


president of the M. O. D. association, 
reported that practically all of the 
fruit blown from trees there was 
split fruit and that the serious ele- 
ment was the bruising. County Hor- 
ticultural 
Agent Bottel indicated 


that the damage around Riverside 
was almost negligible; and citrus 
growers near Pomona escaped heavy 
damage, according to R. L. Knox, 
secretary of the San Antonio fruit 
exchange. 


The Covina area seemed to escape 


with only a small amount of bruis- 
ing, altho the extent of this injury 
will not be certain until the fruit 
is graded for shipment. Several Co-

announced 
that 


very slight damage has been report- 
ed by local grove owners. 


Avocado ranchers are said to have 


lost considerably more than citrus 
growers. Avocados are just coming 
into harvest at this time, and as 
the fruit is soft and ripe it was 
more generally damaged.

HAVE FAITH IN AMERICA

The grim fallacy of the employment bureau is that it 


has no possible way of creating employment. It is a com- 
plete failure in times of economic depression, because there 
are no jobs to be had, and therefore, the employment 
bureau has nothing to offer. 


Organizing free employment bureaus at this time, thru 


the Community Chest, the Red Cross, American Legion, 
or any other agency, is time wasted, and criminal to.the 
extent that such action may hold out faint hopes to the 
jobless that something is being done, when nothing can be 
done along that line of endeavor. When there isn't any 
work, employment bureaus are worse than worthless. 


In times such as these, the only real method of placing 


men in jobs is to create work. That cannot be done by 
voluntary organizations, no matter how much they may 
card-index the jobless ones. In order to create work, the 
individual and the company, corporation and concern must 
be appealed to strongly anl insistently. 


Is there any improvement to buildings and equipment 


that is to be needed eventually which can be done now? 
Is your house hi need of repairs? Can you spend twenty- 
five dollars or twenty-five hundred dollars for this pur- 
pose, and spend it now? Do you need a cement walk or 
driveway, and can you pay cash for its construction right 
now? Are you willing to "make a little profit by taking 
advantage of lower wages and lower cost of materials right 
now, instead of waiting until industry is in operation full 
blast, and pay top prices for everything at that time? 


If chambers of commerce and other public bodies will 


make a determined effort to actually create work, and will 
go after the problem half as enthusiastically as they sold 
bonds during the war, the condition of the jobless will be 
solved, and incidentally, confidence will be so greatly re- 
stored as to probably wipe out the depression itself. For, 
there is nothing to this depression but a lack of confidence, 
a temporary lack of faith in America.

In "their'study of "old "trails, the 


members found an authentic ac- 
count, by Eleanor Lawrence in No- 
vember "Touring Topics" of the old 
Spanish trail. The article was ac- 
companied by facsimile of maps 
>f the southwest made in 1850, which 
usually bore the title, "The Old 
Spanish Trail." The road went from 
Albuquerque, north to Utah, then 
dropped down to Las Vegas, Mojave, 
3arstow, and Los Angeles. The trip 
consumed about two and one-half 
months. This, the author says, was 
tie route traveled by Fremont hi 
1844, and that it was he who dubbed 
it "Spanish Trail." It was used in 
the early days of the caravan trade 
when the main importations into 
California were woolen blankets and 
scrapes from New Mexico. All goods 
were carried on pack mules,, the 
price of mules being from $6 to $10 
each. Horses were purchased in Cali- 
'ornia and taken back, the number of 
horses honestly acquired, however, 
being small in comparison with the 
large numbers stolen from, ranches 
and missions, 


The slave trade, the article says, 


was also an important part of the 
caravnn business. The Digger In- 
dians would often sell their children 
for trinkets, bits of clothing or a 
horse. It was said that if these In- 
dians could not be obtained by 
pcDceful means, they were often 
taken by force. 


With the rush of '49rs to California 


there was a change in the supply. 
Instead ol woolen blankets, the 
sheep were driven over, and the old 
trail gradually fell into disuse with 
the close of the caraVan period.

Infectious Bronchitis. 


We read in an eastern journal the 


other day that the best treatise on 
the subject that had come 'to their 
attention was from 
California. 


They stated that the disease, some- 


times called a cold in the windpipe, 
is becoming more prevalent all over 
the country. 


Turkeys, ducks and even spar- 


rows, blackbirds, quail and pigeons 
which frequent poultry yards have 
been found susceptible to infectious 
bronchitis and may become carriers 
of the disease. 


One of the first symptoms is that 


the eyes become watery as in a 
common cold. 


This is generally preceded by a 


decrease of appetite and lessened egg 
production. 


One fowl or a number may show 


the typical difficulty of breathing 
within 24 hours. 


It is commonly supposed that ex- 


posure to cold and dampness, and 
undernourishment, are direct causes. 
However, investigators do not find 
the disease more prevalent during 
cold and damp weather than when 
it was warm and dry. 


Undernourished fowls or those 


lacking vigor, rue to parasites or 
other causes, do not appear to be 
more susceptible than well-fed and 
well-cared-f or flocks, but they are 
"su6ject"tb"%reater mortality "In case 
of an outbreak. 


Construction of a new $50,000 


drive-in market on the southwest 
corner of Covina boulevard and Cit- 
rus avenue will begin immediately 
after the Thanksgiving holidays, ac- 
cording to N. F. Ford, former man- 
ager of the Covina Safeway store.

Seven or more "divisions of the 


drive-in market will provide the 
shopper with bakery goods, meats, 
groceries, flowers, etc., and a restau- 
rant will be operated on the Covina 
boulevard side. 


The building will be brick and 


stucco, and most of the lower sides 
and front will be glassed in so that 
a maximum of display space will be 
provided. A gasoline station will 
take up some of the space of the 
parkway. 


Every department of the market, 


which will be called the "Home 
Market," will have an individual 
neon sign over its door, to attract 
shoppers from the street, and a sys- 
tem of floodlights will illuminate the 
entire system in the most modern 
manner.
